ONOR me, honor my dog,” said Gover. 
nor Baxter of Maine, and when his 
Irish setter, Garry, was borne to his 
final resting place, the stars and stripes on the 
State capitol fluttered humbly half-way down 
the pole to do honor to a dog. 
Never bad such a thing happened before. An 
Q@valanche of indignant protest surged to the 
Btate House. 


The Governor would not make any apology 
for the innovation. “My Garry was a part of 
my life,” said Baxter. “Moreover, he was recog: 
nized as a member of the State House family 
&s much as any of us who work beneath the 
@ome of the capitol. There was no reflection 
upon human kind, nor was any desecration done 
by the lowering of our flag for a few short 
hours while I] bore my trusted companion to his 
grave. 

“Dogs have played their part in peace and 
war,” he went on. “From earliest ages they have 
been man's protectors and friends. History 
records that in our recent conflict dogs saved 
countless lives, performed many acts of bravery 
and devotion, and in their death were fittingly 
honored by their human comprnions. A fitting 
tribute has been paid to my dog and to the dogs 
of ages past; a tribute well deserved, but long 
deferred. 1 hope that the comments made upon 
my action will arouse our people to a new re 
alization of their responsibilities to dumb ani- 
mails, and if this be so, one of my purposes will 
have been accomplished. If it is unselfishness 
and devotion and loyalty that my state honors, 
then I only hepe that when | die my right to 
be so honored will be as clear as Garry's.”

The case of Lord Orkney and Connie Gil- 
christ—“The Child” of London theatres some 
thirty years ago—is novel from the fact that 
the actress brought to the somewhat impoverish- 
ed nobleman $50,000 a year.

New Biography Tells of His Heroic Se\. 
Sacrifice and Mystery of Why 
He Left Home

As one turns the pages of pr. RH 
“The Lite of Sir Ernest Shackelton,” one fina. 
oneself asking this question in bewilderment. 
It is an unanswerable question. Th» pweaal a 
of the born explorer is beyond the eumpreben 
sion of the stay-at-home. 


Shackelton might have remained at bome in 
somfort after his trip 
with Scott in the 
Discovery. He took 
to journalism and 
became sub-editor of 
the Royal Magazine; 
then he obtained the 
secretaryship of the 
Royal Scottish Geo- 
graphical Society, 
and, having married, 
lived very happily at 
Edinburgh. He stood 
— unsuccessfully — 
for parliament. He 
dabbled in business 
enterprises. All man- 
ner of doors were 
opening to him. But Sir Ernest Shackleton 
that strange lure, the lure of the far sour! 
impelled him to leave home, wife and childre: 
and vanish once more into the wastes of sn 
and ice, to a realm with cold so extreme that 
the paraffin used for heating the cooker + 
of the consistency of cream. 

On the return journey, when the attempt 
to reach the pole had failed, an incident o 
curred which shows us how it was that Shaci 
leton won the worship of all who worked for 
him: 

“Wild, who had been the first to be stricken 
with dysentery, was unable to eat the horse 
flesh, and suffered horribly from hunger. At 
breakfast-time a biscuit was served out to eact 
which could be eaten at the time or kept ti 
later in the day. On 3ist January Wild finished 
his at once, and as he was starting on the 
march he found Shackleton’s hand slipping ¢ 
biscuit into his pocket. “What's that, Boss’ 
he asked, and the answer was, “Your need ir 
greater than mine.” He resisted; but Shackle 
ton was irresistible and fought in silence with 
his hunger, for he knew his friend was mor¢ 
hardly put to it than himself, The other twe 
men never knew of the incident. No one could 
say that Shackleton was acting the part gf Sir 
Philip Sidney for his own glory, for until now 
the facts were written only in Wild's private 
diary. There he says, “S. privately forced upon 
me his one breakfast biscuit and would have 
given me another to-night had I allowed him 
1 do not suppose that anyone else in the world 
can thoroughly realize how much generosity and 
sympathy was shown by this; I do, and by God 
I shall never forget it.” He never did, as the 
record of their great friendship abundant); 
proves.” . 

The wreck of the Endurance was the wrec! 
of all Shackleton’s dreams of a second polar 
triumph,” writes his biographer; but the end of 
the Endurance was only the beginning of one 
the finest episodes in maritime history—the 
‘escape to Elephant Island and the voyage in th: 
James Caird, a boat only twenty-two feet long 
over 800 miles of tempestuous sea to South 
Georgia. 

Life on the James Caird can hardly be de 
scribed, and it cannot even be imagined by those 
who have seen the huge waves of the Southern 
Ocean only from the deck of a liner. Those on 
board the little craft were already exhausted 
with the dreadful year of winter they had come 
through, their clothes wére torn and tattered, 
their skin flayed at every joint with the- bor 
rible sea-blisters which salt water, cold, aud the 
friction of rough cloth produce. 


They could not stand up, except for a moment 
or so, holding on to the mast or stays; they 
could not lie down, except on the rough angles 
of the ballast and the cases under the dripping 
canvas “deck”; they could not even sit, except 
in the open well at the stern, where the steers- 
man on his two-hours’ turn at the helm was 
often so cramped that he could not unbend his 
knees or lift his hands when relieved. 


Down in the hollow of the waves ‘he little 
boat would lie a while, shut into an illusive 
calm between two hills of water, from the sum 
mits of which the spume flew far overhead; 
a moment later she would rise on the crest and 
be flung forward by .he shrieking wind in # 
smother of spray; rushing down into the nex‘ 
stil hollow only to be hurled again into the 
tempest. 

The conclusion of that epic story is knowa 
to all. But the mystery remains as to why 
Shackleton yet again went south. He was, as 
his first skipper said of him when, fresh from 
school, he went to sea as an apprentice, “the 
most pig-headed, obstinate boy I have ever come 
across;"! and this obstinacy remained with him 
to the last and took him to a lonely grave on 
# barren island near the rim of the Antarctic 
Circle. 

Lady Shackleton was right when she decided 
that her husband's burial should take place not 
in England, but under the shadow of those 
mountains in South Georgia, which he bad been 
the first to cross in a march described as “a 
miracle of mountaineering without guides or 
maps or resting places.
